WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


lift-nation conference of finance 
ministers has produced a blue- 
print for rebuilding the shat- 
tered structure of world curren- 
cy values. 


When the governors of the In- 


ternational Monetary Fund and 
the World Bank adjourned their 
five-day annual meeting here 
Friday, they were a lot happier 
than when they came. 


They had agreed to agree. 


They had broken the seemingly 
hopeless deadlock of the mid- 
September meeting in London 
of finance ministers from the 
non-Communist world's 10 rich- 
est nations. 


The crisis is far from over. 


There is hope—only hope so 
far—of a solution by the end of 
the year. The 118 countries 
have adopted unanimously a 
"work agenda" for action this 
fall. 


Even that solution will be a 


temporary one. It can buy time 
for the longer, harder task of 
reforming 
the 
whole 
inter- 


national monetary system to 
provide a dependable frame- 
work for expanding world 
trade, 
investment and pay- 


ments. 


This may take a year, or two, 


or three. In effect, it means 
doing all over again what the 
embattled non-Conununist na- 
tions did in wartime urgency at 
the Bretton Woods. N.H., con- 
ference of 1944. 


Some emerging outlines of 


the new structure became vis- 
ible last week in the ceremonial 
sessions in the splendor of the 
giant ballroom of the Sheraton 
Park Hotel: 


—Dethronement of the dollar 


as the monarch of currencies. 
Other nations will cease to val- 
ue their money in terms of dol- 
lars. 


—Demotion of gold as the 


basic value standard for cur- 
rencies—the role it has occu- 
pied since before history. 


—Elevation of paper gold— 


probably the IMF's "special 
drawing rights," or SDRs—to 
displace gold or co-exist with 
gold as a new reserve asset. 
The SDR could replace the dol- 
lar as the new yardstick of cur- 
rency values; it would be us- 
able by governments as the 
backing for their currencies 
and a medium for paying off 
their international accounts. 


The Bretton Woods agree- 


ment had provided the financial 
base that helped the non-Com- 
munist 
nations 
outstrip the 


Communist bloc since World 
War II 


The U.S. dollar served as the 


stable, ever-reliable yardstick 
by which other currencies' val- 
ues were gauged—so many yen, 
so many marks, so many lira 
to the dollar. Reliability was 
lost when the United States, fi- 
nancing the defense of Western 
Europe, aiding developing na- 
tions and fighting ui Southeast 
Asia, found itself unable to coi- 
lect a deep, growing deficit in 
international payments

chairs had been removed and 
the remaining justices were 
seated in a new order of senior- 
ity. 


Black had sat at the right 


arm of Chief Justices since 
1945. His place as the most sen- 
ior member was taken by Jus- 
tice William 0. Douglas, now 
the only remaining appointee of 
President Franklin D. Roose- 
velt and himself a 32-year vet- 
eran of the court. At Burger's 
left sat Justice William 
J. 


Brennan Jr., who moved up 
two places with the departure 
of Black and Harlan. Rounding 
out the seven-man court were 
Justices Potter Stewart, Byron 
R. White, Thurgood Marshall 
and Harry A. Blackmun.

Burger said Black's depar- 


was a profound loss. He 
"throughout his entire life

Black retired Sept. 17 and 


died Sept. 25. He had served as 
a justice for 34 years.

tice attests "to his prolific and 
erudite contributions

work of the court." 


Throughout the week the jus- 


tices will consider at private 
conferences hundreds of peti- 
tions and appeals and motions 
that have accumulated since 
last spring. 


Rulings on many of these will 


be released to the public and 
the bar on Oct. 12, the day of 
the next public meeting. 


The court last met in June 


with nine men, when it ruled

Pentagon papers, which traced 
the history of American in- 
volvement in Vietnam. 


The court had planned to con- 


sider major cases between Oct. 
12 and Oct. 20, including four 
appeals by death-row prisoners 
testing the constitutionality of 
capital punishment.

near the door, the pilot dead in 
his seat and Mrs. Giffe dead in 
the rear of the craft. 


Bobby Wayne Wallace, 32, 


surrendered without a fight and 
was charged with air piracy, 
the FBI said. Randall Crump, 
the co-pilot, was unhurt but 
was treated for shock. 


Agent Jim O'Connor, who ar- 


rested Wallace, said, "I took a 
loaded .38 off him." 


In Nashville, police said Giffe 


was a former instructor at 
Pea body College who was oper- 
ating a real estate office at the 
time of the hijacking. They said 
the Giffes separated a week 
ago. 


The plane belonged to Big 


Brother Aircraft, Inc., of Nash- 
ville. Police said Giffe had 
leased the plane Sunday night 
for a trip to Atlanta. 


Would Drop 
Surcharge 
on Imports 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Sen. 


J. W. Fulbright, D-Ark., has 
urged that the 10 per cent sur- 
charge on most imports under 
President Nixon's wage - price 
freeze be dropped.

Waiting List 
for Veterans 
Hospitals

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


number of sick and disabled 
veterans awaiting admission to 
Veterans Administration hospi- 
tals has more than doubled this 
year as the VA faces increased 
demands from a growing veter- 
ans population. 


Even though four of every 


ten veterans who seek admis- 
sion are rejected, records show 
the 166 VA hospitals have a 
waiting list of 6,300 patients, up 
3,439 since last Dec. 31. 


VA 
Administrator 
Donald 


Johnson said the present wait- 
ing list, although the highest in 
recent years, still is less than 
25,000 patients awaiting treat- 
ment in 1958. 


"VA is providing more me- 


dical care for more veterans 
than ever before in the history 
of the agency," Johnson said in 
an 
interview. He cited the 


record 818,000 veterans treated 
in the hospitals last year, and 
the 8 million outpatient visits. 
. "The total will likely be ex- 


ceeded this year," he said, as 
more Vietnam veterans join the 
ranks of those eligible for treat- 
ment. 


Johnson said 
the agency's 


medical-care budget has more 
than doubled since 1965, and 
that the quality of care is 
steadily improving. 


"I firmly believe the VA to- 


day is rendering better medical 
care to more sick and disabled 
veterans than ever before in 
history, but I also know that 
the 
quest 
for improvement 


must be our never-ending ob- 
jective." 


An Associated Press study, 


including visits to a dozen hos- 
pitals, found the majority of 
patients interviewed were satis- 
fied with the quality of care 
they receive from VA doctors 
and nurses. 


"They're treating me great," 


said 20-year eld Wsyr.e A. Web-

Mass., VA hospital recovering 
from injuries suffered in a heli- 
copter crash. Fellow paraplegic 
Robert Nadeau agrees: "This 
treatment has just been fine."

Ruling Favors 
Fired School 
Official 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) -The 


Arkansas Supreme Court, in a 
6-1 ruling, upheld today a deci- 
sion by Calhoun County Chan- 
cellor Jim Rowan that a former 
Hampton School District Super- 
intendent was entitled to dam- 
ages of $13,060 for his discharge 
last year. 


Supt, Hodge Phillips was dis- 


charged as of June 30, 1970 by 
the school board. 


Phillips contended, however, 


that his contract was supposed 
to run through June 30, 1971. 


The practice in the district 


was to execute two-year con- 
tracts of employment. Toward 
the end of the first year, under 
such contracts, however, the 
parties always executed a new 
two-year contract, usually con- 
taining a raise in Phillips' sal- 
ary, and this superceded the 
second year of the previous two- 
year contract. 


The board, on July 1, 1969, 


approved a $1,500 salary in- 
crease for Phillips, who, with 
his secretary, prepared all the 
district's contracts with teach- 
ers and other employes and had 
been given authority by the 
board to sign the contracts with 
a rubber stamp facsimile signa- 
ture of the president and secre- 
tary of the board. 


Phillips and his secretary 


made two errors in preparing 
his own contract subsequent to 
the 1969 board meeting, how- 
ever, including the use of a one- 
year form of contract rather 
than a two-year form. 


Both Phillips and his secre- 


tary testified to this effect with- 
out contradition after he institu- 
ted suit for damages following 
his dismissal. Rowan agreed 
and modified the contract to 
conform to what had been testi- 
fied. 


The high court held that Phil- 


lips was entitled to damages for 
the salary denied to him since 
the dismissal deprived him of 
income that would have been due 
to him under the second year of 
the contract as modified by the 
chancellor.

was mutual if both Phillips and 
the district meant for the re-

Roebuck, director of the De- 
partment of Industrial Develop- 
ment, said Saturday a nation- 
wide dock strike could cause 
Arkansas to lose several million 
dollars daily. 


Roebuck said the strike by the 


AFL - CIO International Long- 
shoremen's Association probably 
will hurt those manufacturers 
who ship their goods down the 
Arkansas River to New Orleans. 


The director said if the strike 


continued, manufacturers might 
be forced to lay off employes 
to avoid having their goods pile 
up in warehouses.

Dear Reader—Your idea 


of including information on 
venereal disease in sex edu- 
cation is right on target.

The 
truth is that an informed 
public using mature judg- 
ment could wipe out vene- 
real disease. 


The main point I'd like to 


make is that anyone can go 
to his or her local health 
department (city or county, 
depending on local organiza- 
tional structure) for a free 
examination and treatment 
for venereal disease. Lack 
of money is no barrier to 
medical 'attention for any- 
one.

sexual activity. In the male, 
the inflammation c a u s e s 
kuirniiiL' and itching during 
urination. A discharge may 
soon follow. The creamy or 
yellow discharge and dis- 
comfort usually warns the 
man. The female may have 
no symptoms and no notice- 
able discharge, other than 
her normal amount of natu- 
ral secretions. She can be 
infected and not realize it 
In the male, the tubes to the 
t e s t i c l e are involved and 
may become scarred, mak- 
ing him permanently sterile.

Sunday night's dra- 
ma was a sympathetic treat- 
ment of a hospital paramedic— 
a doctor's assistant—who was 
stealing 
hospital supplies to 


treat illegally sick people in a 
slum district. It was notable for

performance of 


Zooey Hall as a former Viet- 
nam medic and even more for 
some of his explosive dialogue 
about inadequate medical care 
for the poor—lack of physicians 
in slum areas and long waits 
for short appointments in clin- 
ics. Most of television's doctor 
shows have scripts checked and 
approved by committees from 
physicians' organizations and 
treat the profession with velvet- 
glove reverence. 


The story had, however, the 


balance of concerned, dedicated 
doctors in the series' regulars, 
David Hartman, E. G. Marshall 
and John Saxon. 


It was an hour with some- 


thing to say and it said it with 
bite—a rather rare program 
among television's deliberately 
bland dramatic efforts.

Vietnamese 
Rush Against 
the North

SAIGON I APi — An 800-man 


South Vietnamese task 
force 


launched another drive today 
eastward from the Cambodian 
town of Krek toward a fire-base 
that has been under repeated 
enemy shelling for nine days. 


The task force, spearheaded 


by two armored units, pushed 
to within I'z miles of Fire Base 
Alpha near the Cambodia-South 
Vietnam border before it ran 
into enemy resistance. 


Elsewhere, the South Viet- 


namese command in Saigon re- 
ported 92 enemy shellings and 
other attacks across South Viet- 
nam in the 24 hours up to day- 
break today. 


The surge in attacks, 
the 


most for a one-day period in a 
year and a half, apparently 
was timed to coincide with 
South 
Vietnam's 
presidential 


elections and disrupt the vot- 
ing. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand said casualties in the 
shellings were light. The U.S. 
Misunderstanding 
of Prisoners 
Brings Riot 


NEW YORK (AP) - An in- 


mate at Attica State Prison 
says that a guard's chance mis- 
understanding of the actions of 
two prisoners practicing 
foot- 


ball moves led directly to the 
bloody four-day rebellion, the 
New York Times reports. 


Both the Times and the New 


York Daily News today pub- 
lished lengthy background ac- 
counts of the Attica uprising. 
Both accounts emphasized that 
confusion reigned before and 
during the assault that crushed 
the insurrection. 


The News, in the first of a 


five-part series on the revolt, 
said there exists "no single ob- 
jective record" of the events 
during the assault Sept. 13 
when most of the 42 deaths at 
Attica occurred. 


Both the Times and News 


told of prisoners, accused by 
their fellow inmates of not go- 
ing along with the 
rebellion, 


being found with their throats 
cut. 


The Times said its 10,000- 


word chronology of events lead- 
ing up to and including the as- 
sault was pieced together from 
inmates, doctors, lawyers and 
legislators 
and 
from 
tapes, 


films, letters and notebooks. 


The Times said the misunder- 


standing that sparked the rebel- 
lion occurred late 
Wednesday 


afternoon Sept. 8 as the prison- 
ers gathered in the yard. 


A white inmate, 
Ray 
La- 


morie, said to be a coach of the 
prison football team, was dem- 
onstrating a lineman's moves 
and feints to a young black in- 
mate, Leroy Dewer, the Times 
said. 


At that moment, Lt. Richard 


Mulrooney, 
a 
prison 
guard, 


stepped into the yard and saw 
what he mistakenly assumed 
was a fight between the two, 
the Times said. 


The paper quotes an uniden- 


tified inmate as saying that 
Mulrooney stepped up, put his 
hand on Dewer's shoulder and 
Dewer spun around and hit him 
in an apparent reflex action. 


Lamorie 
defended 
Dewer, 


who was encircled by o.her in- 
mates for protection, and the 
guards did not press a demand 
that he leave the yard, the 
Times said. But it added that 
two hours later the two inmates 
were summoned 
from 
their 


cells 
and
